Professor James P. Porter, dean of Clark College, who 


worked as a common labpreryiuthe Fore River ship yard in 


' 
Massachusetts last summer 
the relations between 


capital and labor, from the slampoiiit of,)abor, has been heard 
from, his first statement regarding his experiences having 


' been made at a lujichcon in Worcester a few days ago. 


He said that in flic first place he went to the shipyard and 


sought employment. Of course under the circumstances he 
did not reveal his identity. He tried to get in as a helper, but 
was told there were no openings in that line at the time and 
consequently took work as a comnion laborer. 
In a short 


time he found himself doing the work of a helper while draw- 
ing the pay qf a laborer, which is somewhat less than that of a 
helper. He was convinced that this sort of dealing leads to ill 
feeling and distrust on the part of workmen. 


Professor Porter said a valuable thing in any plant is to 


impress upon the' individual worker his importance to the in- 
dustry, and that it was Hie policy of the management of the 
shipyard to do this, but that (he policy was not thoroughly 
carried out because of the shifllcssness of subordinates, who in 
many cases feel that they are mere go-betweens of the com- 
pany and the workers, which are regarded as conflicting forces. 
Yet the chief trouble, in Professor Porter's view is that capital 
and labor do not understand each other, and he thinks that if 


•.'men were to be employed to know all (he doing of each side 


and to keep good faith with both much would be accomplished 
toward bringing about a belter understanding. 


And yet it would seem that under present conditions in the 


industrial world there is little excuse for employers and em- 
ployes failingjo understand, each other. Under the system of 
; collective bargaining, which obtains in most large industries, 
•the workers are represented by men amply able lo make their 
needs and desires' known lo the employers, and employers 
should certainly be abie to make (heir requirements clear to 
their employes, 


It is to be feared (hat the troubles in industry arc not due 


so much to a lack of understanding as to a desire on (he part 
.of one side or the other, or both, lo reap advantages at the 
expense of the other; that the Golden Rule has been supcr- 


- seded by a determination to grab everything in sight, regard- 


less of the consequences lo the other fellow. 
It is hard to 


understand why, with business of all kinds booming as it is 
now, there should be so many outbreaks and upheavals if this 
were not so. • 
., 


There arc fair employers, many of them, and wifhdut doubt 


live majority of workmen are disposed to be equally fair in 
their individual capacity, but as great organized bodies they 
arc liable to get thejdea that they, are not receiving their fair 
share of the profils of the business',' and this suspicion, fanned 


'. by skillful agitators, leads to trouble. 


It wbuld'bc a blessing to industry and a blessing lo the 


world ifrlhis condition could be removed,' but just how 'this is 
lo be done neither Professor Porter nor any other investigator 
has yet made clear.

1 Little' Is known about Ihe aboriginal 
population of Texas; which lies be- 
tween the I'lichlo nnd mound builders' 
ariSn, but Dr.' J. Walter Fcwkes, chief 
of tile American bureau of ethnology, 
aided by I'rofessor L'oace ot tho Uni- 
versity of Toxns, biivo located some 
long-forgotleii-yllliigo sites. Tlielr In-
